Courtney was stare that Boatright held opinions favorable tc Tennedv. 
Bcatrigat does not suggest this fc? d anything to do with th . end of his employment. 

He says -Courtney was specific, that he was hire for C ub a work end that was over. 

The Kennedy blocxad took Courtney's issue end bssis of appeal away from birr. He 
says that Courtney treated him well, paying the fees he had paid the'employment 
agency, -e says -'ourtney is? in his own terms, honest, believing the stranos stuff 
he says. -u l he describes the employment as very strange.

Courtney had r high 
opinion .of du Barrier end published his oC-page psmphiey "Labor’ s Int. motional 
,.et/«or.o . ... brief account of tae sutler's s oldie r-of- fortune career reflects his 
EKp^ss employment by the 053 as a Xfsr-eestern specialist, after V-J day. This must 
have been very brief or du Berrier else became Cl.,, for it was ndt very long after 
V-J day at the latest that CIA was formed.
